afternoon In the surf of "Walklkl beach 
opposite the Hustace residence 
about 
halfway between the Walklkl Inn and 
the Moana 
Hotel. 
Despite 
the efforts 
of willing friends nnd spectators to re- 
vive the young man, 
death 
ensued 
quickly 
after his recond descent below 
the surface of the water. 
The closing 
scenes 
of Mr. Crouch's 
life were witnessed 
by a number of per- 
sons,

the unfortunate man and others stand- 
ing on the Moana pier. Nearly all heard 
his agonized

Improve Pearl Harbor. 
"I was In Washington

"representing Dillingham

Co , 
and tho Merchants' 
Association. 
In 
my labors for the Merchants' 
Associa- 
tion I worked 
In conjunction with the 
delegnte, as Instructed by the associa-

here,

Secretnry of War, the Secretary of the 
Navy and the architect's bureau of the 
Treasury Department and various com- 
mutes

post. 
The Secretary of War informed 
us that

It was their violence and

of death which put the offense

in the first 
degree. 
Lee Jim, 
Chew Hoy and Lee Yok were the cul- 
prits, and one after another they were 
sentenced to Imprisonment nt hurd 
la- 
bor for fifteen years. 
Chew Hoy and Lee Yok, through 
In- 
terpreter 
Ll Cheung, 
begged 
the court 
to sentence them to death rather than 
such long penal servitude. 
"The court 
has no power 
to do that," 
the Judge 
responded. 
He had previously Inform 
ed them( that he might, under the law, 
give them life Imprisonment nnd that 
he believed there was a stutute In Ha, 
wall at one 
time providing the death 
penalty for robbery 
In tho first degree, 
Another Indictment 
for 
robbery

pending against the same men, for the 
robbery of a Jnpanese 
living 
back In

JURY TRANSITION PERIOD. 
In a unanimous opinion, 
written by 
Chief Justice Frear, the Supreme Court 
has 
sustained 
Judge 
Little 
of 
the 
Fourth 
Circuit in his overruling of a 
challenge to the array of Jurors and 
of a motion 
to quash the venire. 
The 
questions arose In the case of Terrltoiy 
of Hawaii vs. Ng Kow. 
When much 
of the old Jury law of Hawaii had been 
repealed by the Organic Act, 
Circuit 
Judges were at a loss and took 
differ- 
ent ways to decide as to how Juries 
should be obtained until the Legisla- 
ture enacted a new Jury law. 
Judge Little decided 
to select Jurois 
under what remained of the old law 
and, to be on the safe side further, 
he 
Issued an open venire to the sheriff to 
summon the same Juiors as those 
so 
selected. 
The 
couit 
In 
Its syllabus 
holds that It Is Immaterial whether an 
open venire was 
Invalid 
or 
whether 
such 
could 
Issue 
nt 
all 
under 
our 
statutes. If the venire under the statute 
was valid. 
That the venire under the 
statute was valid 
Is held as follows: 
'Trom the establishment of Territo- 
rial

An important ruling, 
confirming 
pre- - 
vious opinions to the effect tint the Ter- 
ritory of Hawaii has no right to dispose 
of public 
lands 
vested 
in 
the 
United 
States is made by the War Department 
in the matter of the Oalitt Railway right 
of way across Kahauiki tract. The Oahu 
Railway obtained 
a right of Way across 
the military 
reservation, 
although 
pre- 
vious to its being taken over for sucbi 
purposes 
and in view of technical 
ques- 
tions raised secured the passage of a bill 
in 
Congress 
confirming 
their right of 
way. 
1 he ruling made by Judge Davis, Ad. 
yocatc General, in the War Department, 
is that the grant of right of way was 
illegal. 
The explanation 
made by Gov- 
ernor Carter that the transfer was made 
before 
the tract was 
set aside 
by the 
president, 
is also said to be unsatisfac- 
tory. 
Secretary 
Taft in passing 
finally upoix 
the matter, 
and condensing 
the findings 
of his legal advisers, 
says: 
As pointed out in the letter of the De- 
partment 
to the 
governor, 
the 
United 
States 
acquired, under the joint resolu- 
tion 
of July 
7, 
1898 
(30 Stats, 
750), 
absolute fee and, ownership 
of all public 
government 
or crown lands" then 
be- 
longing 
to the government 
of Hawaii, 
and thereafter no interest 
in such lands 
could be granted without authority from 
Congress. 
By section 
73 of the act of 
Congress 
of April 
30, 
1900 
(31 
Stats., 
154) 
all sales, grants, leases, and other 
dispositions 
of the public domain, 
and 
agreements 
concerning the same, and all 
franchises granted by the Hawaiian gov- 
ernment 
in conformity 
with the laws of 
Hawaii" 
between luly 7, 1898, and Sep- 
tember 28, 1899, were "ratified and con- 
firmed" 
subject 
to the approval 
of the 
President, 
but it was expressly provided 
that 
there 
shall 
be excepted 
from the 
provisions of this section all lands 
here- 
tofore 
set apart or reserved 
by 
Execu- 
tive order or orders by the President of 
the United 
States. 
In other words 
Congress, 
in ratifying 
the unauthorized 
dispositions 
of public 
lands by the authorities 
of Hawaii 
ex- 
pressly 
provided 
that 
such 
ratification 
should not apply to lands 
set apart or 
reserved by Executive order, so that dis- 
positions 
affecting 
such 
reserved 
lands 
continued 
to be 
inoperative 
and 
void-A- s 
the relocation 
of the line was 
ap- 
proved 
September 
2, 
189S, and 
author- 
ized by deed of February 4, 1899 
i. c., 
after the title to the lands passed to the 
United 
States under the joint resolution 
of July 7, 
1898 
it was inoperative,

covered by the ratification

However, 
as stated 
by the governor,

I knew of no obiection to

Honolulu Admiral 
Wins 
Case in Court of 
Claims. 


The 
Court of Claims 
on 
Monday, 
March 
28, announced a favorable deci- 
sion on tho claim of Rear Admiral Sllns 
W. Terry, U. S. Navy says the Army 
& Navy Journal. This decision 
affects 
all tho rear admirals of the nine 
low- 
er numbers 
of that grade. 
Admiral 
Terry was commandant 
of tho Wash 
ington Navy Yard for about two years 
while among the nine lower 
numbers 
of the grade of rear admiral. 
He 
re- 
ceived 
tho Army pay ot a brigadier 
general, 
$.",G0O less in per cent for nhore 
duty, amounting to 
$1,G7G. 
Ho claimed 
that 
the correct amount 
of 
his 
pay 
while 
on shore duty 
wns 
$r.,000, 
as 
provided 
by the old 
Navy pay table 
contained 
in 
Section 
1550 ot the 
Re- 
vised Statutes, 
for a rear admiral 
on 
shore duty. 
Messrs. 
George 
A. and 
William 
B. 
King, 
In 
their elaborate 
presentation of this case, both In their 
briefs and ornl arguments 
before 
tho 
Court of Claims, bned this claim upon 
the provision 
of the Navy Personnel 
act ns amended 
by the Naval Appro 
priation act of Juno 7. 1900, "that noth- 
ing therein contained shnll operate 
to 
reduce the pay which, but for the 
pas-sa- go 
of said act, would have been 
re- 
ceived 
by nny commissioned 
officer ut 
the time of Its passage or thereafter." 
A rear admiral doing 
duty 
as 
com- 
mandant of the Washington Navy Yard 
would 
have 
been 
entitled 
to 
$5,000 
a. 
year, and therefore 
that rate 
of pay 
was saved to him by the j rovlslon Just 
quoted. 
Tho response made 
to 
this 
argument 
was that but for the pas 
sages of tho Personnel act Increasing 
the number of rear ndmlrals. Admiral 
Terry would have been only a comma- - 
ilore during that time. 
The effect of the ruling of the court 
Is to hold that In construing this pro- 
viso the courts cannot consider whnt 
grade 
tin 
officer 
would 
have reached 
were 
It not for 
tho 
Increase 
In the 
numbers 
In 
each 
grade mado 
by the 
Personnel net nnd 
legislation 
subse 
quent thereto, but thnt only tho grade 
actually reached by the officer can be 
considered. 
The 
question thus 
In 
ev- 
ery case reduces Itself to the simple 
one: 
In the actual 
grudo 
held 
by nn 
officer which pay Is the higher for the 
duty he 
Is performing,- - that 
Hxed 
by 
the Personnel act or thnt nxed by the 
old Navy pay table? 
The answer 
to 
this question decides 
the 
case, 
nnd 
whichever of these two rates 
of nav 
Is the higher tho officer 
Is entitled to. 
Tho Government will 
probably 
take 
this case 
by appeal 
to 
the Supreme 
Court of the United 
States. 
If no ap- 
peal 
Is taken, or If the views 
ot the 
Supreme 
Court should agree with those 
of the Court of Claims 
the effect 
will 
be that rear ndmlrals of the nine lower, 
numbers will herenfter, when on shore 
duty, received 
$5,000 a year Instead ot 
$1,(175, nnd while 
on sen duty will 
re- 
ceive 
$0,000 a year Instead 
of 
$3,500. 
Where, however, 
to tho Army rate is 
added an Increase 
of ten per cent for 
service "beyond the limits ot the States 
comprising the Union nnd the Territo 
ries of the United States 
contiguous 
thereto," the Army pay will exceed the 
Navy pay and 
hence 
the officer will 
get no benefit from the decision as the 
ten per cent Increase being conferred

The Organic Act provides 
for the 
repenl of all 
InwR conferring exclusive 
fishing rights, excepting where 
vested 
Interests nre effected, the Intention be- 
ing that 
fishing 
rlghtn should 
be 
en- - 
Joyed by nil alike, 
A definite method of 
acquiring 
these 
rights 
Is set forth 
In 
the Organic Act, to be used only In case 
the private owner established his claim 
to fisheries. 
It will be necessary now 
to try each 
of the cases on Its merits, 
nnd If the fishing 
right 
Is established 
the Attorney General 
may condemn 
it 
for the tle of the citizens of the United 
Stntes, 
the private owners 
to be prop- 
erly compensated from the treasury of 
the Territory. 
Fortunately 
the 
law 
does not compel 
the Attorney General 


to bring condemnation proceedings, 
else 
the Territory might need another

It was oply a few minutes of 12 when 
the Indictment was read to the Jury by 
the clerk nnd recess 
was taken until 2 
p. m. 
Evidence for the prosecution 
con- 
sisted of a copy each of three separate 
dally Issues of The Independent as ex- 
hibits, with oral 
testimony that they 
had been regularly mailed by employees 
of the defendant in the Honolulu 
post-offic- e. 
Each Issue thus represented con- 
tained 
reading 
matter 
forming 
the 
basis of n count in the Indictment. 
The 
defense 
contented 
Itself 
with 
technical objections 
to the admission of 
evidence. 
It put on no evidence 
for 
It- 
self. 
Mr. Robertson, 
In closing to the Jury, 
alleged

ecution. 
Mr. Dunne 
delivered

nnd masterly addiess for the United 
States. 
He made It plain to the Jurors

of the plant nnd the laying 
of mains in Honolulu 
for the gas com- 
pany Just authorized by Congress 
will 
be commenced. 
Ample 
capital 
sub- 
scribed 
by California 
and 
Honolulu 
men, 
Is waiting to be Invested 
In 
the 
project and the articles of Incorpora- 
tion of the new company will 
ue filed 
within a week. 
The franchise granted 
by Congress 
Is In the name of local and 
outside parties. 
"The present 
plan 
is 
to 
establish 
works with large supply power, 
and 
with twelve to thirteen miles of mains," 
said W. It. Castle yesterday. 
"We are 
considering whether to make gas from 
coal or from oil, but the latter Is pref- 
erable and we shall probably use oil. 
The 
only 
proposition 
now 
Is to make 
fuel gas; we have no Intention at pies- 
ent of manufacturing 
It for illuminat- 
ing purposes. 
There has been no 
de- 
cision as to where the plant 
Is to be 
located, 
although 
applications 
have 
been made 
to the Bishop Estate 
and 
other propel ty owners for land. 
We 
Intend 
to extend 
the mains 
only 
to 
the more thickly populated districts at 
the start, and the pipes will run prob- 
ably on King street to Keenumoku 
and 
also on King out Kallhi way. 
The 
Nu-ua- 
district will also be covered. 
"The franchise 
Is held by the Estate 
of W. W. Dlmond, and by A. N. Camp- 
bell, 
JV. R. 
Castle 
and 
William 
J. 
Landers of San Francisco. 
With them 
nre associated 
quite 
a 
number 
of 
prominent citizens of 
Honolulu 
who 
will take an active interest in the new 
company. 
There 
Is ready for 
Invest- 
ment between 
$250,000 
nnd 
$30v,000, 
with 
which 
the company 
vfill 
be Incoi poi- 
nted, and as the plant and mains are 
extended new stock will 
be Issued 
to 
cover the additional cost. 
Plenty

capital has been available,

in order to get people 
generally to use gas for fuel " 
Mr. Castle said that there had been 
delay In ordering material because

"I went to Washington relative to the 
electric franchise, the extension of the 
shipping laws to the Philippines, which 
had a bearing on the shipping inter- 
ests here and also in regard to some 
proposed amendments to the Immigra- 
tion laws," said W. O. Smith,

turned on the Korea yesterday from an 
extended visit 
In Washington. 
"The 
Immigration matter has gone over for 
the session 
and the shipping law does 
not go Into effect for another year.

Sir: 
In reply to your request for an 
opinion as to whether or not tho above 
named applicant Is entitled to a pass 
port, have the honor to say: 
Facts: 
The applicant, 
C. K. Al, Bon 
of one Ako, was born at Heong 
San, 
Province of Canton, 
Empire of China, 
on the 26th day of November, 
1868. 
In 
the year 
1879, 
at the age of thirteen 
years, he emigrated 
to the Hawaiian 
Islands, and ever since has been and 
now is a resident thereof. 
On the 26th day of August, 1867, Ako, 
the father 
of said applicant, a native 
of the Empire of China, became a citi- 
zen of the Kingdom of Hawaii. 
That 
on or about the 30th day of 
August, 1892, said applicant, then at the 
age of 26 years, duly made application 
for naturalization 
to the Minister 
of 
the Interior 
of the 
Kingdom 
of 
Ha- 
waii, which application was thereafter, 
to wit: on the 18th day of August, 1892, 
duly approved, as provided 
by law. 
That said applicant never took the 
oath 
of naturalization 
and 
no action 
was 
ever thereafter 
taken by him 
in 
respect thereto. 
That shortly after the 
approval of such application an order 
was made by the then Minister of thP 
Interior, refusing to further naturalize 
natives 
of the Empire of China.
